Familia de niña 
secuestrada solicita 
ayuda contra el trauma 


La familia de la niña de 
nueve años rescatada tras su 
secuestro y violación la pasada 
semana ha solicitado ayuda 
económica y moral para superar 
el trauma. 

El rescate de la niña el pa- 
sado 8 de junio llenó de júbilo a 
su madre, Roselia Tamayo, y tras

La muchacha, de quien no 
se divulga el nombre al tratarse 
de una menor víctima de viola- 
ción, consiguió convencer a su 
captor de que la dejara en liber- 
tad después de haber sido se- 
cuestrada en su casa de San José 
frente a su madre y hermano y 
repetidamente asaltada durante 
los dos días de su cautiverio. 

El sospechoso, Enrique So- 
sa Álvarez, de 23 años, ha sido 
acusado de nueve cargos, inclui- 
do violación, asalto y robo, crí- 
menes que le podrían suponer 
una condena de 115 años. 

Sin embargo, en unas decla- 
raciones concedidas a un perió- 


dico local, Tamayo ha subrayado 
que la tragedia continúa.

Washington, (EFE).- The 
U.S. Hispanic population is 
growing four times faster than 
the general population and now 
numbers 38.8 million, accord- 
ing to Census Bureau data re- 
leased Wednesday. 

The Hispanic population 
has risen from 35.3 million in 
April 2000 to 38.8 million in 
July 2002, the Census Bureau 
said. 

“The official population es- 
timates now indicate that the 
Hispanic community is the 
nation's largest minority com- 
munity,” said Census Bureau 
Director Louis Kincannon. 

“This is an important event 
in this country, an event that we 
know is the result of the growth 
of a vibrant and diverse popu- 
lation that is vital to America's 
future,” he added, in remarks at 
the annual convention of the 


League of United Latin Ameri- 
can Citizens in Lake Buena 
Vista, Florida. 

Kincannon said the most 
recent figures indicate that the 
Hispanic population has grown 
9.8 percent in the last 12 years, 
with about 53 percent of the in- 
crease coming from Latin 
American immigration. 

The data does not include 
the population of Puerto Rico. 

Hispanics are also younger 
than the rest of the population, 
with almost | in 3 Latinos un- 
der 18 years of age. 

The latest report shows that 
non-Hispanic whites continue 
to represent a majority at 236.2 
million. African Americans 
now total 38.3 million, while 
Asians and native Americans 
number 13.1 million and 4.3 
million, respectively.s>

Human and civil rights 
awards recognize leaders 
Art Torres and Hilda Solis 


Washington, DC- Two in- 
novative Latinos from Califor- 
nia, former State Senator Art 
Torres and U.S. Representative 
Hilda L. Solis, will be among a 
select group of public servants 
being honored by the National 
Education Association (NEA) 
at its 37th annual Human and 
Civil Rights Awards dinner on 
Wednesday, July 2 in New Or- 
leans. More than 2,000 educa- 
tors will gather for the cer- 
emony, which takes place each 
year before the NEA's annual 
meeting. 

Reg Weaver, president of 
the 2.7 million member NEA, 
will present Torres and Solis 
with the awards, recognizing 
their commitment to promoting 
social equity and justice for 
Hispanics and other Americans 
in California and across the 
United States. 

Torres will be presented 
with the George I. Sanchez Me- 
morial Award in recognition of 
more than 30 years of public 
service. Torres began his legal 
career by working alongside 
Cesar Chavez for the farm 
worker's wage of $1.50 a day, 
and helped write the United 
Farm Workers Constitution. 
The experience led him to 
spend 20 years in the Califor- 
nia State Legislature - eight in 
the state assembly and 12 as 
state senator - during which 
time he organized a demonstra- 
tion at the 1972 Democratic 
National Convention that led to 
the inclusion of the lettuce boy- 
cott language in the national 
party platform. In 1996, Torres 
was elected Chairman of the 
California Democratic Party 
and is credited with reinstating 
financial and political stability 
to the nation's largest state 
party. As president of Torres 
Consulting, he provides advice 
and counsel to several Fortune 
500 corporations. Known as a 
master consensus builder, 
Senator Torres promotes action 
informed by dialogue, inclu- 
sion, and diversity. 

U.S. Rep Hilda L. Solis has 
waged uphill battles against 
corporations, anti-environmen- 
tal groups, and even her own 
state senate. She is being pre- 
sented the Cesar Chavez Ac- 
cion y Compromiso Human 
and Civil Rights Award in rec- 
ognition of more than 15 years 
as a tireless fighter for social 
and environmental justice. As 
a state senator, Solis introduced 


legislation to increase Califor- * : 


nia's minimum wage and did 
not give up when the bill was 
defeated.

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Shrinking

We are a nation of laws. Yet, 
since 9-11 our legal rights have 
been reduced thanks to the fear of 
terrorism and Patriot Act I and II. 
The rights of legal and illegal im- 
migrants as well as the detainees 
in Guantanamo Bay are almost 
non-existent, which makes you 
wonder if their treatment reflects 
the actions of a civilized nation. 

In a recent ruling, Attorney 
General John Ashcroft stated that 
illegal immigrants could be detain- 
ed indefinitely because of national 
| security concerns. 

Even illegal immigrants who 
| qualify to be freed on bail can be 
| incarcerated while a decision on 
asylum is being handled. Sounds 
_ contradictory and illegal? 
| Maybe. 

In any case, that's what hap- 
pened to David Joseph, a Haitian, 
who along with 200 other country- 
men, landed illegally in Miami. 

Releasing Joseph, would, ac- 
| cording to Ashcroft, encourage 
‘others to make a similar illegal 
journey. Since immigration judges 
work for the Justice Department, 
they are obligated to use Ashcroft's 
rulings as the basis for their deci- 
| sions. 

The effect of Ashcroft’s ruling 
_means that some undocumented 
immigrants are held for months, 
| others even for more than a year 
| without any rights. 

| Detaining people without pro- 
viding adequate rights is also hap- 
| pening to the enemy “combatants” 
| held at the U.S. Naval Base in 
Guantánamo Bay, Cuba. More than 
six hundred people from 42 differ- 
ent countries are being detained. 
These include three teenagers un- 
der the age of 16, who have been 
interrogated, and there is no auto- 
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matic assumption they will be re- 
leased. Some of the detainees have 
been held for more than a year. De- 
tainees don’t have the right to chal- 
lenge the lawfulness of their de- 
tention. 

By holding people outside of 
the U.S., the government has to a 
certain extent eliminated the arm 
of American laws. Recently, the 
U.S. Court of Appeals for the Dis- 
trictof Columbia ruled that detain- 
ees might not challenge their de- 
tention in U.S. Federal Courts on 
the grounds that Cuba has sover- 
eignty over Guantánamo Bay. 
Therefore prisoners are not pro- 
tected by the U.S. constitution. Say 
what? 

Does that mean Guantánamo 
is part of Cuba? Has anyone told 
Fidel Castro that? 

Striking at illegal immigrants 
or enemy combatants with possible 
links to terrorism might seem jus- 
tified to some people. However, 
even legal immigrants rights are 
fast disappearing. Late last year the 
INS put in jail about 700 immi- 
grants from Iraq, Iran, Syria, Libya, 
and Sudan. These individuals had 
reported to INS offices because 
under new rules established after 
9-11, men and boys older than 16 
from these countries are required 
to register with the INS. The INS 
explained that people were detain- 
ed because too many of them came 
to register at the last minute. Un- 
able to process their paperwork, the 
INS put them in jail. 

The U.S. Supreme Court is 
also chipping away at the rights of 
legal immigrants. 

In a recent ruling, the Court 
decided that the federal govern- 
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legal rights 


ceedings. The ruling focused on 
Hyung Joon-kim, who came to the 
U.S. at age six. Convicted of petty 
theft, he served his sentence and 
the day after his release, he was de- 
tained by immigration officials 
without bail to await deportation. 

The five Justices who voted in 
favor of the ruling—Anthony M. 
Kennedy, Sandra Day O'Connor, 
Antonin Scalia, and Clarence Tho- 
mas —are the same Supreme Court 
Justices who gave us George Bush 
as president. The ruling stated that 
legal immigrants might continue 
“to engage in criminal activities” 
and therefore the government has 
the right to hold them. In essence, 
the ruling convicted people even 
before they have a chance to com- 
mit the crime. How do the Justices 
know that having committed a 
crime means that one will repeat 
it? A pre-emptive strike by the Su- 
preme Court? 

David H. Souter, one of the 
four dissenting Justices, wrote with 
indignation that the Court judge- 
ment is “unjustified by past cases 
or current facts.” 

Souter went on to say that it is 
inappropriate to hold legal im-mi- | 
grants “when there is no reason for 
it and no way” to challenge that 
detention. 

There is little doubt that the 
American government is taking 
advantage of 9/11 to justify actions, 
which, just a few years ago would 
have been unthinkable. 

It’s also inevitable that the cli- 
mate of fear in all likelihood also 
affects judges, even the Supreme 
Court. Yet, we need to speak up.

Miami, (EFE).- Los planes de

Alleged Texas immigrant ring 
head arraigned for 19 deaths

Houston, (EFE).- U.S. authori- 
ties arraigned 14 suspected people- 
smugglers, among them a Hondu- 
ran woman extradited from Guate- 
mala, for their alleged parts in the 
deaths by suffocation and heat- 
stroke last month of 19 Mexican 
and Central American illegal immi- 
grants in a truck trailer abandoned 
on a Texas roadside. 

Karla Patricia Chavez Joya, a 
25-year-old resident of the Texas 
border town of Harlingen who was 
caught after crossing into Guate- 
mala from her native Honduras last 
Saturday, stands accused of more 
than 50 counts of conspiring to 
smuggle undocumented immi- 
grants into the United States. 

Norma Herrera, spokeswoman 
for U.S. Attorney Michael Shelby, 
who is in charge of prosecuting the 
case, told EFE that investigations 
could lead to the arrests of others 
of equal or higher rank than Chavez 
Joya involved in the smuggling 
operation. 

In her first appearance before 
a U.S. judge, Chavez Joya re- 
quested a court-appointed attorney 
through‘an interpreter Monday. Her 


next hearing was scheduled for later 
this week. 

Herrera said the final decision 
on whether to seek the death pen- 
alty for Chavez Joya and other de- 
fendants depends on the office of 
U.S. Attorney General John 
Ashcroft, which will receive a rec- 
ommendation from Shelby's office. 

According to authorities, 
Chavez Joya coordinated three dif- 
ferent smuggling circuits through 
which the undocumented immi- 
grants were assembled at different 
points in southern Texas, where 
they were fed and lodged prior to 
being sent to their final destina- 
tions. 

Shelby outlined the links be- 
tween the smuggling groups, which 
worked independently, with most 
of their members unaware of each 
other's identities so that the cells 
could continue operating if authori- 
ties arrested somebody within the 
network. Chavez Joya allegedly 
worked with Abelardo “Abel” 
Flores, Guatemalan national Alfre- 
do Garcia and Mexican national 
Claudia Carrizales, all fellow 
Harlingen residents. 

Due to the national attention 


received by the discovery of the 
bodies of the immigrants in the 
trailer, Chavez Joya fled to Hondu 
ras. She traveled to Guatemala last 
Friday and was later arrested by 
local authorities. 

Each of the suspects stands 
accused of conspiracy charges and 
individual counts of hiding and 
lodging undocumented immigrants 
for monetary gain leading to ser- 
ous injury and death, crimes pun- 
ishable by a life sentence or the 
death penalty. 

In addition, they are all charged 
with smuggling the survivors, 
which carries a maximum prison 
sentence of 20 years and a $250,000 
fine. 

The U.S. attorney's office ts 
also seeking to confiscate the 
group's assets, which include 
$150,000 and three safe houses in 
southern Texas. 

The people traffickers charged 
each of the nearly 100 undocu- 
mented immigrants who boarded 
the trailer last month around 
$1,800. Seventeen of them were 
found dead in the trailer at a 
Victoria truck stop and two others 
later died in the hospital.s>

Sixty-two percent of workers said they 
would consider long term care insurance 
as a voluntary benefit if their employers 
offered it. An overwhelming 82 percent 
would consider buying coverage 1f their 
employer subsidized a portion of the cost 
(see chart 2).
